WASHINGTON, D. O., July 2.—The head- 
quarters of the Missouri colony here is about 
to lose its most energetic and influential dele- 
gate. In about a week Maj. 8. G. Brock, who 
made the canvass for Congress against Hon. 
W. H. Hatch, will have completed his busi- 
ness at the capital and return to his home at 
Macon. The Major has had nis farewell talk 
with Secretary Windom, although but the 
second visit he had made to that official while 
here. In fact, the Major has left the work in 
his own behalf to friends, while he 
looked after post-offices and claims for 
others. But the Secretary of the Treasury 
bas found himselfin the midst ofa great 
business, with entanglements, which necessi- 
tates his having a full understanding with the 
President, and this cannot be had in time for 
the appointment of a Chief of the Bureau of 
Statistics before fall. This does not mean that 
Maj. Brock’s chances are diminished at all, 
for they areas good as they ever were, and 
the Secretary favoring bim, and the appoint- 
ment being entirely within his hands, leaves 
Maj.

HENRY 8. VES IN COURT. 


Judge Ingram Refuses to Release the Im- 
prisoned Financier.

NEW YORK, July 2.—Henry 8. Ives, who 
with his partner, Geo. H. Stayner, bas been in 
Ludiow Stroet Jail for six months on a charge 
of swindling the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Day- 
ton Railroad out of 32, 557, 328.92, yesterday 
made an application to Judge O’Brien in 
Supreme Court chambers, through Mr. Chas. 
W. Brooke, his counsel, fora writ of hubeas 
corpus. In his petition he says he Is ‘‘re- 


strained of his liberty by criminal proceedings 
unjustly and unlawfully,’’ and asks for anew 
trial. In conclusion he says that if his poeti- 
tion is granted ‘‘he will ever pray,‘’ but does 
not say that he willever pay. The writ was 
granted and there will be a hearing to-day.

This his Honor 
refused to do, and proceeded to dispose of the 
calendar. The hearing will be given this after- 
noon.

The motion was for the 
dismissal of the criminal indictments against 
Ives, nine in number.

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COMMISSION MEN COMPLAIN OF THE NEW 
ELEVATOR SCHEDULE OF CHARGES. 


They Say That the Rate for the First Ten 
Days Has Been Doubled by a Refusal to 
Allow Rebates, and This Will Cost St. 
Leuis One-third of Her Grain Trade. 


m HE United Ele- 
= Vator Oo. has pub” 
lished ite new rates 
and announced 
through the medium 
of acircular what its 
charges will be in 
allthe branches of its 
business, and the new 
charges have set some 
of the prominent com- 
miasion men to think- 
ing. for they say they see how their business 
will slip away if the present charges are main- 
tained. The circular announces that the 
carrying charges on grain will be as follows: 

On wheat, corn, oats and rye, 1 cent per 
bushel for the first ten days or part thereof; 
¥g cent per bushel for the second ten days or 
part thereof, or 1 cent per month after the 
first ten days; 2½ cents per bushel for three 
months after the first ten days; 4% cents per 
bushel for six months after the first ten days; 
6 cents per bushel for nine months after the 
firstten days. 

Several of the large receivers are connected 
with the elevators and they are satisfied with 
the rates. Some who are not are also content 
with the charges that have been fixed, but 
others, who are among the largest receivers in 
the city, are very much dissatisfied and they 
express their dissatisfaction in broad ant 
open terms, not to antagonize the elevators, 
but pecause they believe the charges will have 
a disastrous effect upon the grain business of 
St. Louis. 


D. P. GRIER, 
who Is one of the largest receivers in the city, 
was asked this morning if he was satisfied 
with the new rates. ‘*No!’’ he replied very 
positively. The elevator company has 
stated thatthe commission men were satis- 
fied with the charges they havo fixed, but they 
are not, and I will tellyouwhy. The charge 
for the first ten days is 1 cent. It has been 
nominally 1 cent for years, but for the last 
three years we nave a rebate of 4g cent, which 
has made the storage of the first ten days only 


lec. Nowtherate is really doubled, for the 
elevators say they will give no rebates. In 
Chicago the published rate is ue for the first 
ten days, but the commission men get a re- 
bate of 4c, so they have to pay only Yc. The 
rate in Chicago forevery ten days after the 
first is Me, or %c a month, but the elevators 
here charge ‘2c for the second ten days, or le 
per month after the first ten days. We can 
get the Chicago rate of de a month, 
but we have to our grain 
three months to do it whereas 
Chicago gets it whether it carries the grain 
over two or three months. Nowthe rates 
which have been made are ali right for long 
storuge, but they work against those who 
wish to bring it here and those who do not 
want to store it for along time. The man 
who brings the grain to this city is the buyer, 
whe sends his men, out in the country, pays 
their expenses and buys the grain. He 
brings it here and he don’t want to 
carry it for either thr six or nine months. 
He sells it to the capitalist, and he is the one 
who carries it and wao gets the benefit of the 
cheap long-storage rate, while the buyer who 
brings it here has to meet the high rates for 
short storage. It isthis that the elevators 
ought to consider. Ifthe buyer did not bring 
the grain to the city there would be none to 
store, anditisthe buyer that the elevators 
ought to encourage, but instead they fix rates 
which put him at a disadvantage. The 
first ten days are the important ones 
to him, aud what does he have 
to pay? One cent here and 4 cent in Chicago. 
Any one cap see what the result will be. Ifa 
St. Louis buyer meets a Chicago buyer at the 
same point in the country, and both want the 
same wheat, the Uhicago man can offer 
cent more than the St. Louis man, and the 
result will, of course, be that the Chicago 
man will get the grain. Half a cent will turn 
grain one way or another, and if the elevators 


will insist on making us pay 1 cent for 
the first ten days it will mean 
a loss of 335 per cent of our 


business. We want the elevators to make 
money, but we want them to doit by giving 
us rates that will enable us to bring grain to 
the city. We don’t askfor anything more 
than the commission men of Chicago receive, 
but we want the elevators togive us equal 
advantages with our competitors, and we will 
bring the grain to them. 
g. W. COBB 
said: ‘‘Iam unable to comprehend why ele- 
vators cannot be run as cheaply here as in 
other competing markets. The open rate in 
Chicago is de for the first ten days and Me for 
each subsequent ten days, and this rate is 
often shaded. Under the old elevator rule 
receivers had a rebate of e on first storage, 
and arate of lc per month was generally made 
if grain was carried a month. The short rate 
was ec,‘ the same as now. We are now offered 
le first storage, a la more than formerly with 
the rebate, and he for each ten days, or to per 
month, which is really more under the com- 
bination. To get any advantage at all you 
must carry grain three to six montns. 
This works a very great hardship 
on receivers and exporters, especially 
on the latter who have to work on such small 
margins and make quick turns. The rate fa- 
vors on by speculators who can buy the wheat 
and carry it for along period, which enables 
them to manipulate the daily market at will, 
alter once getting control of large stocks 
which they can carry — In this way 
they force the exporter to sell or pay double 
carrying charges. It is not fair, and tnese 
rates will 4 cripple the export trade. 
The rate should be 1 cent for frst storage and 
u cent for each subsequent ten days. This 
would befairto all, butit would de higher 
than any competing market.’’ 
H. F. LANGENBERG 

said: ‘‘I think the elevator company will and 
that it cannot make iron-clad rules or rates 
and stick to them. If it can it can do more 
than can be done in any other business. 1 
know I cannot do it in mine. When there was 
competition the business was done in this 
way: acustomerinthe country would tele- 

raph me, for example, that he had twenty- 
five cars of grain for which be wanted 75cents., 
Suppose the market was 75 cents, I would 
go to the elevators and ask for a commission 
of Me for bringing it to them and if one would 
not give it another would because competi- 
tion was strong. Then I could let my commis- 
sion go and take my profit out of what I got 
from the elevator. I would telegraph out that 
I would take the twenty-five cars at the price 
named, and perhaps that would bring fifty 
more.

JOHN WARREN 
of John Warren & Co. said: ‘‘The difference 
of 4c on the first ten days will turn fully a 
third of our business to Chicago. Competition 
in the country is close, and if Chicago can 
offer ne more than we do they will get the 
Krain. If we cannot have equally as cheap 
rates for short storage as Chicago has we can 
make up our minds to give up the grain. I 
have bought grain in the country for years 
and I know that we cannot compete with Chi- 
cago with ec against us on the first storage. 
The long storage is all right, but that simply 
means that the elevators themselves will be 
the long carriers and they will carry their own 
grain cheaply, but those who bring it here and 
22 it quickly will have to pay well 
or it.

OPEN DEFIANCE OF THE LAW. 


Cincinnati Saloon-Kecopers Resolve te Do 
Business on Sunday. 


CINCINNATI, O., July %.—The action of the 
saloon-keepers yesterday in banding together 
to openly disobey the law next Sunday has 
attracted wide attention. It is due to the 
Saloon- Keepers association to state that it 
was not the action oftheir organization, but 
ofa mass meeting of saloon-keepers. The 
association has taken the ground that each 
member should actupon his own judgment. 
The mass meeting, while resolving to keep 
open, declared its purpose to bring to punish- 
ment all who closed their front doors and 
opened side and rear doors. It was also re- 
solved, with some enthusiasm, that all who 
may be arrested shall meet at Turner Halli and 
march in precession with music to the police 
court. It becomes an interesting question 
what the police will do lu view of this open 
defiance ot the law. The papers to-day pub- 
lish the names of about two hundred who 
have signed an agreement to keep their ga- 
loons open next Sunday. 

Mayor Mosby, when asked what he proposed 
to do with reference to the action of the 
saloon-keepers, said that no new instructions 
would be given to the police. They already 
have instructions to arrest all violators of tho 
law not only once, butas often as they are 
found violating the law. The police force 
will be strengthened if necessary to carry out 
these instructions. , 


BUYING UP ELEVATORS, 


A Chat With the Agent of the British Syn - 
dicate. 


CHICAOO, III., July 26.—Mr. Douglas G. Mo- 
Rae, editor of the London Financial Times 
is in the city, en route for home, after a trip 
through the Northwest.

VALUE Of NEGRO LABOR, 


Making Progress in Skilled Work in the 
Seuth. 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 26.—The Trades 
man has instituted an inguiry with reference 
to the value of negro labor in industrial chan- 
nels in the South. The inquiries were sent to 
300 leading Southern wanufacturers, repre- 
senting blast furnaces, rolling mills, mis- 
cellaneous iron works, mines, lumber mille, 
saw mile, etc. Replies were received which 
represent 9,000 nogro employes, of 
whom 2,500 are skilled. The average 
paid common negro labor is 
$1.10 er day. and skilled labor runs 
.75 tu $2.25 per day, though several cor- 
respondents pay colored puddiers, heaters 
and rollers as high as M and $5 per day, and 
many furnances pay as high as $2.50. he re- 
plies, without a single exception, show that 
there is no difference at all between the pay of 
whites and blacks for the same class of work. 
The manufacturers are practically unanimous 
in the opinion that for common labor in the 
Southern States the negro is more efficient 
and useful than the white, and without 
an exception they declare themselves well 
satisfied with the negro in the factory and an- 
nounce their determination to continue him 
in his place. Many state that he is making 
progress in skilled work. The 
adds thatthe condition of the negro is con- 
stantly improving and as an industrial factor 
his usefulness is now recognized by ail.

TOURTELOTTE SUBMITTED TO A VERY 
SEVERE HAMMERING. 


Cleveland and Anchor Receives an Encour- 
aging Telegram—The Pine Grove Plans— 
Weekly Report of the Frisco—American 
and Nettie Listed—Trust Stocks—Regular 
Daily Transactions. 


The Mining Exchange had another bear day 
to-day. The stock suffering was the Tour- 
telotte, which was hammered down to 18%, 
but seemed to have found bottom there. The 
Pine Grove and Frisco both had letters in, 
and the latter sold at about the regular price, 
while the former advanced slightly. Cleve- 
land and Anchor also advanced slightly, and 
was held strongly. Trust certificates had con- 
siderable fluctuation, but taken asa whole 
were somewhat stronger. City bonds were in 
still greater demand, and sold at higher

The feature of the day was Tourtelotte. The 
call proceeded very quietly, and the dullest 
day of the summer was anticipated, until this 
stock was reached.

Looking for a Bond— The Board of Public 
Improvements, 


Yesterday evening an investigator of 
titles, on some business concerning the sale 
of the house on the southeast corner of Grand 
and Franklin avenues, found it necessary to 
look up matters concerning the changing of 
the St. Louis Cable & Western tracks on 
Grand avenue. His investigations led to the 
discovery of the fact that the company 


had filed no bond, as required by -ordinance. 
In July, 1888, the Alunicipal Assembly passed 
an ordinance giving thema rivht to run their 
track in such a way as to cut off the corner of 
the block nthe south side of Franklin ave- 
nue, east of Grand avenue. Sec. 7 of the 
ordinance reads 

‘*This ordinance is on condition that the said 
St. Louis Cabie & Western Railway Co. 
shall file withthe City Register their written 
acceptance of all the provisions of this or- 
dinance, and also execute their bond to the 
city of St. Louis, inthe penal sum of $5,000, 
with two or more good and sufficient sureties, 
owners of unincumbered real estate situuted 
in the city of St. Louis, to be approved by the 
Mayor and Council, conditioned that the said 
St. Louis Cable & Western Rallway Co. will 
save the city of St. Louis and the property- 
holders harmless from any and ali damages 
that may arise on account ot the construc- 
tion, Operation and maintenance of the track 
herein authorized to be laid.’’ 

As far as the records of the City Council and 
the Register go there is no indication any- 
where to show that the bond has ever been 
filel. Through whose neglect or through 
what oversight the legal formality wus 
omitted it is impossible to discover, 

Street Commissioner Burnet this morning 
wrote to Mr. Dwight Tredway informing him 
that there was no official record of the bond to 
be found, and asking him to send one around 
us soon as possible. No serious consequences 
are feared from the absence of the bond, but 
this being the third case of the kind which has 
been discovered in the last few weeks the 
Officials are trying to figure out whose business 
it is to look after such matters.

Destructive Fire in the Atchison Railroad 
Building at Topeka. 


TorexKa, Kan., July 26.—At about 5 o’clock 
this morning a fire started in the attic of the

GLADSTONE is a grand old man, but even 
he seems unable to resist the inbred cring- 
ing of the British mind to royalty. No 
man knows better than he that royalty 
has become only an ornamenta! append- 
age to the British Government, a mere 
lay figure for the trappings and prestige 
of kingship. No man knows better than 
he what a mere ciphér in government 
royal power has become or how steadily 
the remnant of its influence has been 
wielded against political progress and re- 
form. 

It has been arrayed against him through- 
out his long political career, and all that 
it could do to brand him with marks 
of royal disfavor and to drive him 
out of politics has been done. He 
and his have been the pet aversion of 
the royal family and have had to submit 
to every social slight or snub that could 
be put upon them. 

But, whenever the insatiate greed of 
the greediest royalrace on earth demands 
another big pension for any of the 
Queen’s multitudinous progeny, the royal 
beggars have only to senda gracious let- 
ter and condescendingly pay some un- 
wonted attention to the Gladstone family 
and the grand old man falls on his knees, 
shedding tears ot loyalty and ready to 
vote for any grab demanded to keep up 
the useless splendors of royalty. 

With this affecting instance 
us of the sordidness of the 
and of the invincible rever- 
ence of the British mind for it, we 
may still find some trace of practical wis- 
dom in GLADSTONE’S willingness to pur- 
chase the royal family’s abstinence from 
real politics at any price.

DISLOCATED SAVAGERY. 


The lynching of Cattle KaTE and Post- 
master AVERILL in Wyoming seems to 
have been regarded as a Christian En- 
deavor enterprise by those who partici- 
pated in the exercises. Several deacons, 
prominent in church affairs and noted as 
cheerful and liberal givers to church 
building funds, have been arrested for the 
lynching on warrants sworn out by the 
boy who witnessed it. 

But nobody is stupid enough to expect 
the punishment of these lynchers, or that 
the Northern press will start a protracted, 
ear-piercing outcry on the subject when 
they are acquitted. The New York Fven- 
ing Post will have nothing much to 
say about this affair, because 
it will not sustain the Post’s theory that 
the acquittal of murderers and the un- 
punished killing of people contrary to the 
law are things peculiar to the South, re- 
sults of ‘‘the necessary training of the 
slaveholding class.’’ 

A thousand lynchings and a thousand 
acquittals of murderers per annum in 
Northern communities would not shake 
the Post’s conviction that such things 
never happen as far north as Kansas or 
Illinois, but are confined wholly to the 
South and spring from ‘‘an atmosphere of 
savagery” peculiar to the South, produced 
by slaveholding, and ‘‘which one genera- 
tion of non-slaveholding has not been 
able to clarify or Christianize.”

MESSINA. 


How the Oi] Cells of the Lemon Are Treated 
—The Warmen Closely Watched— 
Method of Producing Raw and Concen- 


Adulteration. 


Consul Wallace 8. Jones at Messina sends 
the following interesting report on the manu- 
facture of essences in Italy, says the Boston 
Herald: With three strokes of a sharp knife 
the cutter peels the lemon lengthwise, and 
lets the peel fall into a tub under the chopping 
block. He then cuts the lemon in two, and 
throws it from the knife into a bucket. He 
works with wonderful rapidity, and 
fills from 10 to 12 tubs with peel a 
day, and is paid 5 cents a tub, 
weighing 77 pounds. His ieft hand and right 
indexare protected with bands of leather. 
Decayed fruit is not peeled, as its off cells 
yield no essence. Fresh peel is soaked in 
water fifteen minutes before the essence is 
extracted. Peel that has stood for a day or 
two should remain in soak from thirty to 
forty minutes, that it may swWell and offer 6 
greater resistance against the sponge. The 
operative holds a small sponge in his left 
hand, against which he presses each piece 
of peel two or three times, simple 
pressure being followed by rotary pres- 
sure. The women employed in this work 


run a pleed of cane through their sponges to 
enable them to hold them more firmry. The 
outside of the peel is pressed against the 
sponge, as the oil glands are in the epicarp, 
The crushing of the oil cells liberates the es- 
sence therein contained. The sponge, when 
Saturated with the essence, is squeezed into 
an earthen vessel which the operator holds in 
his lap. He le expected to press the peel so 
thoroughly as not to overlook a single cell. 
This is ascertained by holding the pressed 
peel to the flame of a candle; should it neither 
crackle nor diminish the brilliancy of the 
flame, the cells are empty. This pressure 
yielda, besides the essence, a small quantity 
of juice and dregs. The s¢paration of the es- 
sence, asmall quantity of juice and dregs. 
The separation of the essence, juice and dregs 
soon takes place if the vessels are not dis- 
turbed; the oll floats on the juice, and the 
dregs fall to the bottom. These three prod- 
ucts, derived from the peel, have no affinity 
with each other. As the essence rises to the 
surface it is skimmed off, bottled and left to 
settle fora few days. It is then

into copper cans which ate hermetically 
sexied. Alter the essence has been expressed 
a small quantity of juice is pressed from the 
peels, and the latter arethen fedto oxen or 
goats orthrown upon the manure plle and 
well rotted, or they would make too heating a 
fertilizer. 

The yield of essenceig variable. The indus- 
try is carried on five months inthe year. Im- 
mature fruit contains the most oil. From 
November to April, in the Province of Messina, 
1,000 yield about fourteen ounces of essence 
and seventeen gallons of — An operative 
expresses three Daskets of lemon peel, weigh- 
ing 190 pounds, ina day, and is paid 20 cents 
a basket. The essence is so valuable that the 
operatives are closely watched; they are most 
ingenious in secreting it about thelr persons. 
Six workmen work up 8,000 lemons a day; two 
cut off the peel while four extract the essence, 
and obtain 1% gallons of juice and 7 pounds of 
essence. In the extraction of essence de- 
fective fruit—thorn-pricked fruit blown down 
by the wind or attacked by rustis used. This 
fruit is sold by the thousand, equivalent to 
260 pounds. 

Dealers sometimes adulterate their essences 
with fixed ofls, alcohol or turpentine. Adul- 
teration by fixed oils is detected by pouring a 
few drops of essence on a sheet of paper and 
heating it. Upon theevaporation of the es- 
sence a asy spot will remain. Alcohol is 
detected by pouring a few drops of the essence 
into a glass tube in which asmall quantity of 
chioride of lime has been dissolved. he 
tube is then heated and well shaken, and 
upon its being allowed to settle the 
essence will float on the denser liquid. 
To detect turpentine, pour a few drops of the 
essence on writing paper, and a strong smell 
ofturpentine will remain after the essence 
has evaporated. The essence of sour orange, 
mixed with the essence of lemon, produces an 
aroma similar to that of the essence of berga- 
mot; the latter is much used by confectioners 
in making ſce cream. 

The Consul then devotes a chapter tothe 
manufacture of raw and concentrated lemon 
uice. In it he says that when the lemons 

ave been peeled and cut in two, as above 
stated, thev are carried to the press and

circular in form, made of bulrushes, and are 
pressed in these bags. If the juice is to be ex- 
ported raw, only perfectly sound lemons can 
be used; but if the juice is to be boiled down, 
one-fitth of the lemons may beof an inferior 
quality and two-fifths ofa pretty inferior qual- 
ity. he juice of sound lemons is yellowish in 
color and gives a pleasant aroma; its density 
decreases with age. With all classes of lem- 
ons the yield of juice and its acidity varies 
considerably from month to month. The 
amount of juice increases from October to 
April, its acidity and density decrease, 
and the same is the case with the 
density of the essence, owing to the winter 
rains. An addition of5 percent of alcohol 
will prevent raw lemon juice from spolling. 
Lemon juice is adulterated with salt or tartaric 
acid. Raw and coneentrated lemon juice is 
exported in casksof 130 gallons capacity, It 
requires 1,500 lemons to yield twenty-six gal- 
lons of raw juice, while it takes 2,500 to yield 
the same quantity of concentrated juice and 
200,000, more or less, according to their acid- 
ity, to giveacask. Experience has shown 
that the lemons of the Province of Messina, 
especially from the eastern shore, contain 
more acidity than the lemons grown elsewhere 
in Sicily. 

Of late years a new articie, known as 
vacuum-pan concentrated natural juice of the 
lemon, has been manufactured here. The 
juice concentrated by this method contains 600 
grains of erystallized citric acid for every 
quart. Itis exported in casks containing 112 
gallons, and in half and quartercasks. It is 
also shipped in bottles of 500, 300 and 150 grains 
each. This concentrated juice is as limpid as 
first quality oil. There is an establishment 
here, probably the only one of ite kind in 
Italy, that prepares crystallized citric acid. It 
takes from 340 to 380 lemons to make a pound 
of citric acid, which sells for about 4 cents,

MACKENZIE ON THE VOICE. 


Englands Great Throat Doctor Tells How 
to Use the Vocal Organs. 
From the Contemporary Review. 

There are some buildings which are so ut- 
terly bad from an acoustic point of view that 
even experienced speakers are little better oft 
than novices. The House of Lords has,or used 
to have, au unenvladle reputation in this re- 
spect. A story Is told ofthe late Lord Lyttel- 
ton, that, after exhausting his voice in vain ef- 
forts to make his brother Peers hear a motion 
which he wisned to propose he ln despair wrote 
it down and asked the clerk at the table to 
read it out, That functionary, however, was 
— unable to decipher the writing, and Lord 

yttelton complained that he was cut off from 
communication with his fellows. Science has 
not always been successful in coping with the 
acoustic difficulty. In 1848 it was so difficult 
for speakers to make themselves beard in the 
French Chamber that a committee, consisting 
of the leading scientific luminaries of the day 
—such as Arago, Babinet, Dumas (the ehemist, 
not tne author ot Tho Three Musketeers’’), 
Becquerel, Chevreul (the centenarian who 
died the other day), Poulllet, ault and 
Duhamel—was appointed to study the cuse 
and suggest a remedy. After numerous ex- 
periments they hit on a contrivance, designed 


on the most scientific principles, which was to 


make the orator’s voice ring like a clarion to 
the furthest benches. The last state of the 
speaker, however, was worse than the first; he 
telt as if his voice was stifed under a huge 
nightcap, and the highly-scientific sound re- 
flector had to be discarded asa failure. Indeed 
modern publie buildings are so often defective 
in this respect that Jam not surprised to find 
M. C. Garnier, who designed the Grand Opera 
in Paris, exclaiming dolefully: The science 
of theatrical acoustics is still in its infancy, 
and the result in any given case is nnocertain.’ 
So impressed is he with the shortcomings of 
modern architecture as regards the convey- 
ance of sound that he frankly confeages that, 
inthe construction of the Opera-house, he 
had no guide, adopted no principle, 
based his dosign on no theory?“ He 
simpiytleft the acoustic properties of the 
building to chance. The result has not been 
altogether satisfactory, though it has been no 
worse than in many otber buildings where the 
architect did his best to make the acoustic 
conditions perfect. One ofthe most remarka- 
ble buildings from the acoustic point of view 
that Ihave ever seen is the bechive-snaped 
Templein Salt Lake City. It holds from 
12,000 to 14,000 people, and one can literally 
hear a pin fali, When I was in the 
Temple with some travelers in 1882, 
the functlonary corresponding to the 
verger of ordinary churches stood at the fur - 
thest end and dropped a pin into his nat. The 
sound of its fall was most distinctly audible to 
all present. The scratching of the pin against 
the side of the hat was also plainly heard 
across the whole breadth of the building, The 
Temple was designed by Brigham Young, who 
professed to have been directly inspired by 
the Almighty inthe matter, as be knew noth- 
Ing of acoustics. The resonance of the 
building is so loud that branches of 
trees have to be Suspended from the ceiling 
in several places in order to diminish it. 
It is likely enough that Brigham Young’s in- 
spiration nad a not very recondite and purely 
terrestrial source, for his beehive is only a 
slight modification of the whispering gallery 
in St. Paul’s. The bad acoustic properties of 
buildings may be remedied by what doctors 
call ‘‘palliative treatment.’’ Charles Dick- 
ens’ experience asa public reader made him 
a man of ready resource in meeting such dif- 
ficulticos. On one occasion, when he 
was going to lecture at Leeds, Mr. 
Edmund Yates, who had spoken in the 
same hall the evening before, sent him 
word that the acoustic conditions of the place 
were very bad. Dickens at once telegraphed in- 
structions that curtains should be hung round 
the walis at the back ofthe gallery. y this 
— he was adle to make himself more easily 

eard. 

The speaker should take the greatest care of 
his voice, which is the Instrument both of his 
usefulness and hisfame. But of course itis 


not always easy fur him to do 80. Still, he 
should, if possible, make it a rule 
not to speak when his voice is 


hoarse or fatigued, and, when 
he has a great oratorical effort to make, he 
should reserve himself for it. Tobacco, alco- 
hol and flery condiments of all kinds are best 
avoided by those who have to speak much, or, 
at least, they should be used in strict modera- 
tion. Ifeel bound to warn speakers addicted 


to the herb nicotian’’ against cigarettes. 


Like tippling, the effect of cigarette-smoking 
is cumulative, and the slight but constant 
absorption of tobacco juice and smoke 
makes the practice far more noxious in 
the long run than any other form 
of smoking. Our forefathers, who used 
regularly to end their evenings under the 
table, seem to have suffered little of the well- 
known effects of alcoholon the nerves, while 
the modern tippler, who is never intoxicated; 
is a being whose whole nervous system may 
be said to be in a state of chronic inflamma- 
tion. In like manner, cigarette smokers, 
(those, at least, who inbale the smoke and do 
not merely puff it ‘‘from the lips outward,’’ 
as Carlyle would say.) are often in a state of 
chronic narcotic poisoning. The old 
jest about the slowness of the poison 
may seem applicable here, but though the 
process may be slow there can be little doubt 
that t is sure. Even if it does not kill the 
body, it too often kills or greatly impairs the 
victim’s working efficiency and usefulness in 
life. The local effect of cigarettes in the 
mouth must also be taken into account by 
those whose work lies in the di- 
reetion of pablic speech. The white 
spots on the tongue and inside ofthe cheeks, 
Known as ‘‘smoker’s patches, are be- 
lieved by some doctors with special experience 
to be more common in devotees of the cigar- 
ette than in other smokers; the unhealthy con- 
dition of the wouth may not os make speak- 
ing troublesome, or even painful, but it is now 
proved to be a predisposing cause of cancer. 
All flery or pungent foods, condiments or 
drinks tend to cause congestion of the throat, 
and if this condition becomes chronic it may 
lead to impairment if not complete loss of 
voice.

OVERTURES TO THE NX A.A. A. A. 


St. Louis, Brooklyn, Cincinnati and Balti- 
more Win in the Association and Boston, 
New York, Pittsburg and Chicage la the 
League—Kacing at Various Pointse—Sul- 
livan and Smith—Sporting News.

NEW Ton, July 2. 
MEETING of the Ama- 
teur Athletic Union 
was held last evening 
in the Astor House,the 
result of which will 
probably be the immeé- 
diate settlement of the 
strife which has been 
carried on between 
this organization and 
the National Associa- 
tion of Amateur 
Athletes of America 
during the past year. 
The meeting was & 
very long one. At 5 
o’clock in the after- 
noon there gathered 
in a private parior of 
the Astor House, 
President Harry McMillen of the Schuylkill 
Navy Athletic Club of Philadelphia, A. G. 
Mills of the New York Athietic Club, 
Howard Perry of the Columbia Athietic 
Club of Washington, A. C. Stevens 
ot the New Jersey Athletic Club, Dr. B. Dow- 
ling of the Orange Athletic Club of Orange, N. 
J.; F. W. Jenesen of the Staten Island Ath- 
letic Club and Secretary J. E. Sullivan of the 
Pastime Athietic Club of this city. A dinner 
was served and then the gentlemen got down 
to business. The meeting was held in execu- 
tive session and lasted until 11:30 0’clock, 
when Mr. Sullivan gave out the following 
resolution, which had been -unanimously 
adopted: 

Resolved, That A. G. Mills, A. OC. Stevens 
and Dr. Dowling be and are hereby appointed 
a committee to confer with the National As- 
sociation of Amateur Athietes of America in 
regard to the subject of amalgamation. 

This is the first time the union has recog- 
nized the National Association as an athietic 
body, it having maintained that the associa- 
tion went out of existence some time ago. In 
giving in to the National Association they 
claim to have acted solglyfor the good of 
amateur athletics. They say they desire to 
join hands with the National Association and 
stop a silly antagonism which had become ob- 
noxious to every one interested in athletics. 
There is every reason to believe that 
a satisfactory settlement can be ar- 
rived at so that both associations 


can be unanimously blended into one. The 
creditfor the union’s action is laid largely 
upon Mr. A. G. Mills of the New York Athietic 
Club. He is a new representative in the 
union, but entered it with a desire to stop the 
fight, and he has personally done much to 
hring about the present state of affairs. All 
the intricacies and possibilities of the athletic 
controversy were fully discussed last evening, 
and when the meeting was ended all the dele- 
gates were pleased at the result.

NEW YORK’S ‘“‘SWEATING SHOPS.” 


A Committee of Boston Tailors on a Tour of 
Investigation. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Disr ATR. 

New YORK, July 26.—A committee sent here 
by the Tailors’ Union of Boston bas been in · 
vestigating the condition of the *‘sweating’’ 
shops where ready made clothing is manufac- 
tured on the east side of this city. 
to time these places have been described in 
the columns of the dally press, whose readers 
are tolerably familiar with the character of 


the tenement houses, but the Boston men 
were startied by what thev saw and heard. 
Boston tailors struck six 
their employers told 
them competition with the 
‘*sweaters’’ of this city was imporsible. This 
story could hardly be believed, hence the 
committee. Yesterday the delegates visited 
some houses in Hester and adjacent streets, 
and every place was simply a repetition of tne 
others. No. 75 Hester street, which is a six- 
story double tenement, was found occupied 
by contractors, or ‘‘sweaters,”” on every 
floor. Here were being made men’s and boys 
clothing, trousers, vests and cpats. Every 
room was occupied by scantily dressed men 
and women, boys and giris. The principal 
work-rooms were 7x6 feet, and all con- 
tained red-hot stoves in which the food o 
the ‘‘bosses’’ and their families was prepared 
and the irons of the pressers were heated. In 
these roums were crowded eight to ten men 
and women. No word or series of words can 
be found to express the amount of dirt or the 
quality of the atmosphere. Both were awful 
and overpowering to an ordinarily clean per- 
son. Here the slaves of the ‘‘sweaters’’ 
worked from daylight to 10 and 12 at night, 
many of the men rarely going home, but 
throwing themselves down on the heaps of 
clothing and rags. Most of the men worked 
on the task system, and all the hours 
given them were required to keep up with 
their ‘‘stent.’’ ‘‘Greenhorns’’ are frequently 
brought in and start at as low as 80 cents 
week. Nor are the ‘‘sweaters’’ themselves 
so much to blame. They work as hard, or 
harder than many of the others, getting up 
at2o’clock in the morning to prepare the 
work for the day, and the earnings sre com- 
aratively insignificant. The stories heard 
— the Boston delegates had a sameness about 
them that enforced the truth. The com- 
mittee said they would begin a crusade 
againstthe New York ready-made clothing 
when they returned to Boston.
